READY FOR ANYTHING 
The reichsfuehrer has been "vindicated”—not su r­ 
prisingly 
Faithful Nazis poured to the polls Sunday 
and exercised their peculiar right of the ballot, which 
consists in m arking it th e way they m ust m ark it 
If they expect to m ark any more ballots in the future. 
They w eren't invited to consider the advisability of 
voting "No" on the question of approving the new 
place in the European sun for which their dictator 
Is bidding in their name. 
Probably, relatively few 
of them really would have said "No” anyway. 
Consequently, when Chancellor H itler reveals de­ 
tails of his new proposal for European security he 
will be able to assure other governm ents th at he has 
an united G erm any behind him and th a t a country 
so united cannot be denied the prestige it dem ands In 
the continental scheme of things. 
Probably, too. he 
will repeat his ultim atum of last week th at if the 
rem ainder of 
Europe entangles itself 
in 
m ilitary 
alliances he will 
Insist 
upon 
restoration of full 
sovereignty for Oerm any. 
As he ftied th a t broadside from a speaking p lat­ 
form a t the K rupp works last week, H itler made 
a rhetorical challenge to Europe which apparently 
never will be met. 
If other governm ents reject his 
proposals, he asserted, they should be decent enough 
to consult the opinion of their people. Just as he 
has done. 
The suggestion Is excellent, if not prac­ 
tical. 
If the people of 
Europe 
could 
speak, 
they 
might pour oil on some of the trouble m akers as 
well as on the troubled waters. 
But H itler knows 
that other statesm en would be more reluctant to 
le t-their people talk 
In other countries a plebiscite 
would be m uch freer and potentially embarrassing, 
therefore.

Forewarned by scouting planes, 
however, most of the populace fled 
the city, advices to the capital said, 
and few persons were believed to 
have fallen victims to the bombard­ 
ment.
